Novve finding therein a moſt true report of the 
ſernices and other matters vuhich happened m the ſayd voyage, 
the ſight vuhereof is wvonderfully deſired by manie honeſt and 
wvvell diſpoſed perſons. 1haue preſumed to recommend the pub- 
lishing thereof, unto your Loraships protetioht and fawour, for 
theſe twvo cauſes. The one , for that your Lord;hips Honoura- 
ble diſpoſition us in the knowledge of all men that knovuyour

After our going kenceqwhichwas the fourteenth 
of September, in theyeare ofourLord, onethow- 
ſand fiuc hundradeighty and fe : and raking our 
courſe towards Spainc, wehad the winde for a few 
 daies ſomewhat skant, and ſometimes calme. And 
being ariued neerethar partof the coaſt of Spaine,

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which is called-the Mores, we happened toefpic 
diverſofailet; which keprtheir.courſe cloſe by the 
hore; the wearherbeingfaircand calme, The Ge- 
nerall cauſed the Vizeadmirallto goe with the Pin- 
naces well manned to ſce whatthcy were, who vp- 
pon ſightofthe faid pinnaces approching nere vn- 
ro them, abandonned forthe moſt parte all their 
ſhippes (being Frenchmen) ladenall withſalr, and 
bounde homewardes intoFrance, amongſt which 
ſhips ( beingall bur of ſmall burden) there was one 
ſo wellliked,which alſo had no man in her,as being 
brought vnto the Generall, he thought good to 
make ſtay of herfor the ſeruice,meaning to pay for 
her, as was accordinglyperformed at ourreturne, 
which barke was calted the Drake.The reſt of theſe 
ſhips being cight or ninic, were diſmiſſed without 
any thing atallraken fromthem. V Ve being after- 
wards put ſomewhatfurther off fromthe ſhore, by 
the contrarictie of. winde, we happened to meete 
with ſome other French ſhips, full ladenwith New-

Andthatthe 
kingsconter commandement was(which had beng 
receaucd ia that place ſome ſcauennight before) 
that Engliſh Marchants with their ſhould be 
ys : for the more verifying whereof, he 
ſcnt ſuch Marchants as were in the towne of our 
Nation,who!:trathqued thoſe parts: which being at 
large declared to our Generall by them, counſel 
wastaken what might beſt bedone. And forthar 
the night approched, itwas thought needefull to 
land our force,which was done intheſhurting vp of 
the day, & hauing quartered our ſeluesto our moſt 
aduantage,with Aivicorgand yponeueryKaight, 
we thought to reſt our ſelues for that night there. 
The Gouernour ſent vs ſome refreſhing , as bread, 
wine, oyle, apples, grapes, marmaladand ſuchlike. 
About midnight the weather beginnestq oyercaſt, 
inſomuch that itwas thoughtmeeter-to repaire 3- 
boord,thento make any longerabode 0n1and, and 
before we could recouerthe Flecte,agreattempeſt 
aroſe, which cauſed many ofour ſhips zodriuetrom

But before our departure fromthetowne of S, 
Ia co, weeſtablithed orders for the better gouerm- 
mentotthe armic,.cucry thanmuſteredto kis Cap»

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taine,and otbes miniſtred to acknowledge her Ma- 
| teſtie ſupreame Gouernour, as alſo cucry man to 
do his vttermoſt endenour to aduaunce the ſeruice 
ofthe action, and to yeeld duc obedience yntothe 
direQions ofthe Generall and his officers, By this 
prouident counſel, and laying downe this good 
foundation before hand, all things went forward 
in a due courſe, to the atchiuing of ourhappic cn- 
terpriſe, - | 
Inall the time of our being here,ncither the Go- 
uernor forthe king of Spaine,whichis a Portingall, 
neither the Biſhop , whoſe authoritic isgreat, nei- 
ther any of the inhabirancs ofthe rowne or I{land c- 
uer came at vs ( which we expetcRedthey ſhould 
haue done) to intreatevstolcaue them ſome pare 
oftheirnecdefull prouiſions, or attheleaſt,to ſpare ' 
the ruining of cheirtowne atthe going away. The 
cauſe ofthis their vnreaſonable diſtruſt(as Idotake 
it) was the freſh remembrance ofthe great wrongs 
they had donetooolde Maiſter V Villiam Hawkins 
ofPlimouth, in the voyage he made fower orfue 
yeares before, when as they did both breake their 
promiſe, and murdered many of his men, whereof 
liudge you haue vnderitood,andtherefore necde- 
leſleto be here repeated. Butſince they came not 
at vs, we left written in fundry places, as alſo inthe 
Spitle houſe ( which building was onely appointed

to be ſpared ) the great diſcontentmentand ſcorne 
wetooke atthistheirrefraining rocome vnto vs,as 
alſo at the rude maner ofkilling,and fauage kind of 
handling the dead body of one of our boyes,found 
by them ſtragling all 5 Sy from whom they had 
taken his head and his heart, and had ſtragled the 
other bowels about the place, in a moſt brutiſh and 
moſt beaſtly maner. | 

In rcuenge whereofat out departing we confu- 
med with fire all the houſes, in the countrey 
which we ſawe, as in thetowne ofS. Ia Go, - 

; From hence putting ouer tothe V Veſt Indies, 
we were not many dayes at ſea, butthere beganne 
amongſt our people ſuch morralitie,as in few daies 
there weredead abouerwo orthree hundred men. 
And vntil ſome feucn orcightdayes after ourcom- 
ming fromS$.I a co, there had not died anie one 
man of ſickeneſſe in all the Fleete ; the ſtckeneſle 
ſhewed not his infeion wherewih ſo many wete 
ſtroken, vntill we were departedthence, andthen 
ſeazed our people with extreme hote burning and 
continuall ague, whereof ſomi#yerie fevve efcaped 
vvithlife, and yerthoſe forthe moſt part not vvith- 
out great aſteration and decay of their vvittes arid 
ſtrengrh for a longrime after. In ſome that dyed 
vvereplainely (hevyed the ſmall fporres, vvhichate

And ſ{oproceeding in this determination , by the 
way we met with a ſmall Frigot, bound for the ſame 
place, the which the Vizeadmirall tooke, and ha- 
uingduly cxaminedrhemen thatwereinherghere 
was one found by whom we were aduertiſed, the 
haucnto be a barred hauen, and the ſhore orlande 
thercofto be well fortified, hauinga Caſtlethere- .

All things being thus conſidered pn, the whole 
forces were commaunded in the cuening to im-

diers being thus imbarked , the Generall puthim 
ſelfe into . þ barke Fraunces as Admirall, and all 
this night we lay onthe ſea,bearing ſmall faile yntil 
our arriuall tothe landing place, which was about 
the bteaking ofthe day, and fo we landed, being 
New yeares day, nine or tenne miles to the VVeſt- 
wardes ofthat brauc Citic of $. Dou1Nnco: for at 
thattime nor yet is knownto vs,any landing place, 
wherethe ſea ſurge doth not threatenro ouerſer a. 
Pinnace or boate, Our Generall having ſeene vs all 
landed in fafetic, returned to his Fleete, bequea- 

ing vsto God, andthe good condut of Maiſter 
Carſcill our Licutenantgenerall, atwhichrtime,be- 
ingabourcight ofthe clocke, we began to march, 
and about noonerime,or towards one ofthe clock 
we approched the rowne, where the Gentlemen

F Their ordinance had no ſooner diſcharged vp- 
onourncere approche, and made ſome execution 
amongeſt vsthough normuch, butthe Leiutenant 
generall beganne forthwith to aduaunce both his 
voice of cncoragment and paſe of marching, the 
firſt man that was ſlaine withthe ſis” mans, 
verie neere vnto him ſelfe, and thereupon haſte 
allthathe mightto keepe them from the reaching 
ofthe ordinaunce, And notwithſtanding their Am- 
buſcadoes, we marched orratherranne Pe roundl 
intothem, as pell mellwe entcred the gates wi 
them, and gaue them more care eucrie manto ſaue 
himſelfe by flight, then reaſon to ſtand any longer

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galley, which with the rowne was lately fallen into 
our hands, who without all order orreaſon, &con- 
trary to that good viage wherewithwe had enter- 
raincd their meſſengers, furiouſlic ſtroke the poore 
boy through the body with one of their horſemens 
ſtaues, with which wound the boy returned to the 
| Generall, and after he haddeclared the maner of 
this wrongfull crucltie , died forthwith in his pre- 
ſence,wherewith the Generall being greatly paſſho- 
ned, commanded the Prouoft marriall, to cauſe a 
couple of Friers, then priſoners, to be caried rothe 
fame place where the boy was ftroken, accompa- 
nied with ſufficient gard of our ſouldiers, and there 
preſently to be hanged, — the ſame in 
ſtant another poore priſoner, withthisreaſon wher- 
fore this execution was done, and withthis meſſa 
further, that ynrill the partie who had thus murthe- 
red the Generals meſſenger, were deliueredinto 
our hands , toreceaue condigne puniſhment, there 
ſhould no day paſſe, wherein there ſhould nottwo 
priſoners be hanged, yntill they wereall conſumed

VVhereuponthe day folowing,he that had bene 
Capraine ofthe kings galley, broughrihe offendor

- Inthistimealſo paſſed many rreatics berweene 
their commiſſioners and ys,for ranſome oftheir Ci 
tic, bur ypon difagreements, we ſtill ſpentthe carly 
mornings in firing the ourmoſt hqules : bur the 
being built very magnificently of ſtone, with hi 
vsno ſmall rrauell to ruine them. And 
albcit for divers dayes together, we ordained eche 
pe breake, vntill the heate began ar 
Niſſe of the clocke, that two hundred mariners did 
ous elſe bur labour to ficr and burne the ſayd 
es withour our trenches, whileſt the ſouldiers 
Jnalike proportionſtood foorth for their gard: yer 
did wenocor could not in this time conſume fo 
much as one third part ofthe towne. And fo inthe 
end,what wearicd with firing,and what haſtened by 
ſame other reſpes, we were contentto acceptof 
fue and rwenrie thouſand Ducketrs, offiue ſhillings 
ſixe pencethe peece,for the raunſome of the reſt of 


| thetowne, Amongſt other things which happened 


and were foundatS.Dowu1noo, [may notomitto 
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letthe world know one very notable marke and to- 
ken, ofthe ynſariable ambition of the Spaniſh King 
and his nation, which was foundin the kj 
wherein the chiefe Gouernour of that Citie and 
countrey is appointed alwayes to lodge, which was 
this. In the comming tothe hall or other roomes of

ſome of our compaaie jt was told them, that if the 
Queene ofEngland would refolutcly proſecute the 
warresagainſt the king of Spaine, he ſhould be for- 
ced to lay alide that proude and vnreaſonable rea- 
ching vainc of his, for he ſhould finde morethen 
inoughto.do, to keeperhat which he had alreadie, 
as by the preſent example of their loſt towne they 
might for a beginning perceaue well inough.

o wel inhabited of gallantpeople,very brauely ap-

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ding to the order ſer downe inthe cuening before 
by our Generall, thatthe Viz all accompa- 
nied with Captaine Venner, Capraine V Vhitc,and 
Capraine Croſſe, with other ſea Captaines, and 
with diuers Pinnaces and boatesſhould giue ſome 
attemprynto the litle fort ſtanding onthe entricof 
the inner hauen, neare adioyning to the towne, 
though to ſmall purpoſe , for that the place was 
ſtrong, andthe entric very narrow was chained 0- 
uer: ſo asthere could be _—_— gotten by that at- 
tempt, more then the giuing them an Alarum on 
that other ſide of the hauen, being a mile ortwo 
from the place where we nowe were. In which at- 
temptthe Vizeadmirall had the rudder ofhis Skiffe 
. ſtroken through with a Saker ſhot, and licle or no 
harme receaucd elſewhere, 

The troopes being nowe intheir march halfe a 
mile bchicher the towne or leſle, the ground we 
were on greweto be ſtraight, and not abouefhiftie 
paſesouer, hauingthe maine ſea on the one fide of 
it, and the harbour water orinner ſea( as you may 
tearme it) on the other ſide, This ſtraight was forti- 
hed cleane ouer with a ſtone wall and a ditch with- 
out it, the ſaid wall being as orderly built with flan- 
king in cuery part, as can be ſet downe. There was 
onely ſo much of this ſtraight vnwalled, as might 


ſerue forthe iſſuing of the horſemen, or the paſſing 
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of cariage intime ofneede: but this vnwalled pare 


was nct williput a very good Barricado of wine 
bus orpipes,filled with earth, full and thick as they 
mightſtand onend one by other, ſome part ofthem 
ſtanding cuen within the maine ſea. 

This place of ſtrength was furniſhed of fixe great 
peeces,demi-Culucrins and Sakers, whichihot di- 
realy in front vpon vs as vve approched. Novve 
without this wall ypon the inner ſide of the ſtraight, 
they had brought likewiſe two great gallics with 
, theirproweſſeto the ſhore, having planted inthem 
cleuen pecces of ordinice which did bear all croſle 
theſtraight, and flanked our comming on. In thefe 
two galleyes wered planted three or foure hundred 
ſmallſhor, and on the land in the gard onely of this 
place three hundred ſhotand pikes. 

They in this their full readineſle to receaue vs, 
ſparcd nottheirſhot both great and ſmall. Butour 
Lieutenant generall, taking the aduantage of the 
darke ( the day light as yet not broken out) ap- 
proched by the loweſt ground, according tothe 
expreſle direion which him ſelfec had formerly gi- 
uen, the ſame being the ſea waſh ſhore, wherethe 
water was ſomewhat fallen, fo as moſt of all their 
ſhot was in vyaine. Our Lieutenant generall com- 
maunded our ſhot to forbeare ſhooting vnnll we 
werecometothe wallſide,& fo with pikes roundly 

rogcther 
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rogether we approched the place, where we ſoone 
found out the Barricadocs of pipesor buts, to be 
the mecteſtplace for ouraſſault,whichnorwithſtan- 
ding it was well furniſhed with pikes and ſhot, was 
withour ſtaying attempted by vs: downe went the 
burs of ca , and pell mell came ourſfwordesand 
pikes together, after our ſhot had firſt giuentheir 
volley, cucn at the enemies noſe, Our pikes were 
ſomewhat longer then theirs,and our bodies better 
armed, for very fewe of them were armed, with 
which aduantage our ſwordes and pikes grewe to 
hard forthem, and they driuento giue = . In 
this furious entrie,the Licurenantgenerall flue with 
his owne hands,the chicf enſigne bearer ofthe Spa- 
niards, who fought very manfully to his lives end. 

VVefollowedintothe towne withthem,and gi- 
uing them noleaſureto breath , we wanne the mar- 
ker place,albcirthey made head,and fought awhile 
before we got it, andſo we being once ſeazed and 
aſſured of that, they were content to ſuffer vs to 
lodge within their towne, and them ſcluesto gots 
their wiucs, who they hadcariedinto other pla- 
ces ofthe countrey before our comming thither. 

At cuerie ſtreetes end they had raiſed very fine 
Barricadoes of carth workes,with trenches without 
them, as well made as cuer we ſaw any workedone: 
atthe entring whereof was ſomelitle refiſtancebut 
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fone oucrcomeatwas with feiv leing or hurt, They 
omaci{with theta many Indians, whom they 


hadi 
had placedin'oornctsof aduantage, all bowe men 
withtheir arrowes moſtvillanoully empoiſoned, fo 
asifthcy did but:breake he 5kinne,, the partie (@ 
roucheddied withourgreat marucl]: ſome they ſlug 
vfourpeople with theirarrowes, fome they likewiſe 
miſchicuedto death with cerraine prickes or ſmall 
ſtickes ſharplypointed;ofa foote: and a halle] 
the one a KALE graund prune mn 
ſoned, ftickng;fait yp,r1ght againft.owe comming 
inthe way, as we-fhwuld approch. from ourlanding 
towardes the towne, whereof they had planted a 
awooderiull mander-1n the ondinarte, way, bus ow 
kvepirygzhe fea waſh ſhore, milled the greateſt pare 
bo 0 Ay Lo SORES 0!

..To-ouerpaſle many particular matters, as the 
hurting of Capraine Sampſon at:{ward. blawes in 
ahe faitentring , vnmto whom was commited the 
thaygeofthepikes of the: Vanigardby his lot and 
tarne 'as alſo of the taking ot Alonſo Brauo the 
chicfecommander ofthar place by Captaine Go-

Eueric man aſwell of one-part as of another, 
came ſo willingly onto the feruice, as the enemie 
was notable to endurethe furic offuch hore affaulr, 
VVeſtayed here fixe weekes, & theſickenefle with 
morality before ſpoken of, ſtill contmuing amon 
vs,though nor with the fame furic as atthe fiſt, 
fuchas were touched withthe ſaid ſickenefle, cſca- 
ping death, very few or none almoſt could recouer 
againethcir ſtrength, yea many ofthem were much 
decayed in their memorfe, infomuch that it was 
IE an ordinarie tudgement, vvhen one vvas 
eardto ſpeake fooliſhly, roſay he had beneficke 
of the Calcntour, vvhich is the Spaniſh name of 
their burning ague : for as I told you before, it ts a 
venice burning & pelſtitenr ague. | he originall cauſe 
thereof, is impuccdtothe euening or firtt nightaire 
which they tearme La terona,vvhereinthey {ay and 
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hold very firme opinion, that who ſois then abroad 
inthe openaire, ſhall certainly be infe&ed to the 
death, not being of the Indian or naturall race of 
thoſe countrey people:our people by holding their 
watch, were thus ſubic&ed to the infeRious aire, 
which at $.Ia Go was moſtdaungeraus and dead- 
ly of all other places, | 
V Vith this incoucnience of continuall mortality, 
wewereforced to giue ouer our inteded enterpriſe, 
togowith NouBxe Dt Dios,andſooucrland 
to PaANNANIA, where welhoulde haue ſtroken 
the ſtroke forthe treaſure, and full recompenceof 
our tediouſe trauailes, And thus at CaxTA GENA 

wetoke our firſt reſolutiontoreturne homewards. 
But while we were yer there, ithappenedone 
day, that our watch called the Sentinell, vpon the 
Church ſtceplc, had diſcouercd in the ſea a couple 
of ſmall barkes or boates, making in with the har- 
bourofCarTAGENa, wherepo Captaine Moone 
and Capraine Varney, with lohn Grant the Maiſter 
of the Tyger, and ſome other ſeamen, embarqued 
them ſelues in a couple of ſmall Pinnaces, to take 
them before they ſhould come neare the ſhore, at 
the mouth of the harbour, leſt by ſome ſtragling 
Spaniards fromthe land, they might be warned by 
ſignes from c6ming in, which fell out accordingly, 
notwithſtiding al the diligence that our menco 4 
VIC 
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vie: for the Spaniſh, boates, vpon the ſight of our 
Pinnaces comming to wards them, rau them ſelues 
aſbore and ſotheirmen preſently hid chem felucs 
inthe buſhes hard by the ſea-{ide, amongeſt omg 
Others that had calledthem by ſignes thither; Our 
men preſently without any p =. regard hadtothe 
qualitizofthe placc,and ſeeing no manof the Spa- 
niardsto ſhew them ſelues, aboorded the Spaniſh 
barkes or boares, and foſtanding all openinthem, 
were ſuddenly ſhotat by atroope of Spaniards our 
of the buſhes , by which volley of ſhot there were 
flaine Capraine Varney, whodied preſently, and 
Captaine Moone,whodicd ſomefewedayes after, 
beſides ſome foure or fiue others that were hurt: & 
ſoour folkes returned withouttheir purpoſe, not 
hauing anic ſufficient number of fouldiers, with 
them to fight on ſhore, Forthoſe menthey carricd 
wereall marrinersto rowe, fewe ofthem armed,be- 
cauſe they madeaccomprt with their ordinance to 
hauetaken the barks well inoughat ſca,whichth 
might full eaſily haue done, without anylofſe at al 
if they had come intimeto the harbour mouth, be- 
fore the Spaniards boartes had gotten ſo neare the 
ſhore. 

_—_— abode in this place, as alſo a S.D o- 
MING 0, there paſſed diuerſe curteſies betweene vs 
and the Spaniards, as feaſting, and vſing them with 
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all kindneſſe and fauour:ſo as amongſt others there 
rameto ſee the Generall, the Gouernour of C ar- 
TAGENA, withthe Bithop ofthe fame, and diucrſe 
other Gentlemen of the berter ſort. | 
 ThisrowneofCanTacena we touched inthe 
out parts, and conſumed much with fire, as we had 
done S. Domineo vpon diſcontemments, and 
for want of agreeing with vs in their firſt treaties 
touching their ranſome, which at the laſt was con- 
cluded berweene ys, ſhould be a hundred andten 
thouſand Duckets for that which was yer ſtanding, 
rhe Ducket yalued at fue ſhillings ſixe pence ſter- 


This towne (though not halfe ſo bigge asS.D 0- 
MING0O) giuesasyou ſee, afarregreaterranſome, 
being in very deede of farre more importance, "7 
reaſon ofthe excellencie ofthe harbour, and the 
fituarion thereof, ro ſerue the trade of Nompre 
De D1os andotherplaces, andis inhabited with 
farre morerich merchants. Theotheris chiefly in- 
habited with Lawyers and braue Gentlemen,being 
the chiefe or higheſt appeale of their ſutesin law of 
allche Iſlands + as it, and of the maine land coaſt 
nextvntoit. Anditisofno ſuch accomptas C a R- 
TAGENA, for theſe and {ome otherlike reaſons, 
which1 could giue you,cuer long to be now write, 

The warning which this towne receaucd of cur 

comming 
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comming towardsthem, from S.Dox 1n co, by 
the ſpace of twentie dayes before our armuall hither, 
wascaule thatthey had both forrified & cuery way 
prepared for their beſt defence. As alſo that they 
had caried & conueyed away all their treaſure and 
principall ſubſtance. 

The ranſome of an hundred and ten thouſand 
Duckets thus concluded on, as is aforefayd, the 
ſame being written, & expreſſing for nothing more 
thentherowneafCarxrTacen a,vponthe paiment 
of the ſayd ranſome, weleftthefayd rowne, and 
drewe ſome part of our ſouldiers into the Prioric or 
Abbey, ſtanding a quarter of an Engliſh mile be- 
lowe the towne vypon the harbour water fide, the 
ſame being walled with a wall of ſtone, which wg 
told the Spaniards was yetours, and not redeemed 
by their compoſition: whereuponthey finding the 
defeR of theirrontrac, were contentrto enterinto 
onother raunſome for all places , bur ſpecially for 
the ſayd houſc, asalfothe blocke houſe or Caſtle; 
which is vponthe mourk of theinner harbour, And 
when we asked as much forthe one as for the other, 
they yeelded to giuc a thouſand-crownes for the 
Abbey  leauing vs to rake one pleafure-ypon' the 
blocke houſe, which they fayd they werenor able 
toraunſome, having {trexched them felues to the 

oft of their powers : and cherefore the /ayd 
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blocke houſe was by vs vndermined, and ſowith 
gun pouder blowen yp in peeces. 

VVhile this latter contraQ was in making, our 
whole Fleete of ſhips fell downe towards the har- 
bour mouth, where they ankeredthe third time,& 
employed their men in fetching of freſh water a- 
boord the ſhips for our voyage homewardes,which 
watcr was had ina great well,thatis inthe Iſland by 
the harbour mouth, which Mandis a verie pleaſant 
place as hath bene ſeene,hauing in itmanie ſorts of 
goodly and very pleaſant fruits,asthe orenge trees 
and others, being ſet orderly in walkes of great 
length together, Inſomuch as the whole Iſland be- 
ing ſome two or three miles abour, is caſt into 
groundes of, Jens orchards, 

Afterſixe weekes abode inthisplace, we putto 
ſcathe laſt of March,where after two or three dayes 
2 great{hip which we had taken at S. DominGo, 
and thereupon wascalled the New yeares gift, fell 
intoagrearleake,bcing laden with ordinicehides, 
and other ſpoiles, and in the night ſhe loſtthe com- 
panie of our Fleere, which being miſſed the next 
morning bythe Generall, he caſt about with the 
whole Fleetc, fearing ſome great miſchaunceto be 
happened ynto her, asin verie deede it ſofell our, 
for herleake was fo great, and hermenwereall ry- 
red withpomping, But atthe laſt hauing found ar 
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and the Barke Talbotin her companie, which ſtay- 
ing by great hap with her, wasreadieto take their DÞ 
men our of her, forthe ſauing of them. And fo the 
Generall being fully aduertiſedoftheir great extre- 8 
mitic,made faile dire&ly backe againetoCarxTta- 
GENA with the whole Fleete, where hauing J 
eight or tenne dayes more, aboutthe vnlading of 
this ſhip, andthe beſtowing thereof and her men, 
into other ſhips, we departed once againeto ſea, x 
direQing our courſe towards the Cape S.ANTn o- Z 
N1E, bcingthe Eaſtermoſt partof C vs a, whither , _ 
we DA > ſeuen &twenticth of Aprill. But be- _- 
cauſe freſh water could not preſently be found, we 
weyed anker and departed, thinking in fewe dayes __ 
torecouerthe MATTANCES, aplace tothe Eaſt- & 
ward of Havana. Y v 


After we had ſailed ſome fourteene dayes, we 
were brough: toCapeS. AnTHonttagaine, tho- 
rough lacke of fauorable wind : but the our ſcarſitie 
was growen ſuch, asneede made vs looke alitle 
berter for water, which we found in ſufficient quan- 
ritie, being in deede, as iudge, none other then 
raine water newly tallen ,'and gathered vp by ma- 
king pittes ina plot ofmarriſh ground, ſome three 
tundred paſes from the ſeaſide, | 

; Ido wrong if ſhould forget the good example 
of the Gcnerall at this place, who to encourage-

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others, and to haſtenthe getting of freſh water a- 
boord the ſhips, rooke no lefle paine himſelfe then 
the meaneſt,asalſo atS.Domrtnoo,CARTAGENA 
and all other places, —_— alwayes fo vigilanta 


carc and foreſight inthe good ordering of his fleet, 
accompanying them, asitis ſayd , with ſuch won- 
derfull traucll of bodic, as doubtleſſc had he bene 
the meaneſt perſon, as he was the chicfeſt, he had 
” deſerued the firſt place othonour: and noleſſe 
ppic do we accomprt him, for being aſſociated 
with Maiſter Carlcill his Lieutenantgenerall, by 
whoſe experience, prudent counſell, and gallant 
performance, he atchiued ſo many and happic en- 
terpriſes of the warre , by whom alſo he was verie 
greatly aſliſted, in ſetting downe the needefull or- 
ders, lawes, and courſe of iuſtice, and for the due 
adminiſtration ofthe ſame vpon all occaſions, 
After three dayes ſpent in watering our ſhips,we 
departed now the ſecond timefromthis Cape of S. 
AnTHonethethirteenth of May,andproceedin 
about the Cape of Fr ox 1D a, we neuer touc 
anje where , but coaſting alongſt Froz1Da, and 
Kecpingghe ſhore ſtill infohe , the cight ail twen- 
tieth of May carly in the morning, we deſcried on 
the ſhorea place builtlike a Beacon, which was in 
deedea ſcaffold ypon fourc long maſtes, raiſcd on 
engic for men to diſcouer to the ſeaward, being in; 
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the Jatitude ofthirtic degreeg,or verie neare there- 
unto, Our Pinnaces manned, andcommingto the 
ſhore, we marched vp C_— river ſide, to ſee 
what place the enemy held there:fornonc amongſt 
vs had any knowledge thereofarall. 

Here he Generaltooke occafſjon to march with 
the companics him ſelfe in perſon, the Lieutenant 
enerall hauing the Vantgard, and going a mile 

- ſomewhar == by yrs de, an. mightdi- 
ſcerne onthe otherſide of the river ouer againſt vs, 
afort,which newly had bene built by the Spaniards, 
and ſome mile or there about aboue the fort, wasa 
litle towne or village without walles,built of wood- 
den houſes: we forthwith prepared to haue ordi- 
nance for the batterie, and one pecce was a hitle 
beforethe cuening planted, and the firſt ſhor being 
made bythe Licurenant generall him ſelfe at cheir 
Enſigne, ſtrake through the Enſigne, as we aftcr- 
= vaderſtood by a French man, which came 
ynto vs from them, One ſhotmore was then made, 
which ſtrake the foote of the fort wall, which was all 
maſſive timber ofgreattreeslike maſtes.The Lieu- 
tenant generall was determined to paſſe the riuer 
thisnight with foure companies,and there tolodge 
him ſelfe intrenched as neare the fort, as thathe 
might play with his muskets and ſmalleſtſhot vpon 
ante that ſhould appeare:and ſoafterwardsto bring 
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and.-plant the batteric with him, butthe belpe of 
marriaers for that. ſudden to make trenches could, 
not be had, which was the cauſethar this determi- 
nation was remitted vatill the next nigf, 

In the night the Lieutenant general tooke alicle 
rowing Skitfe, and halfe a doſen well armed , as 
Captaine:Morgan,.and Captaine Sampſon, with 
ſome others belides the rowers, and went to viewe 
what gard the enemic kept , as alſo to take know- 
ledge ofthe ground Andalbeithewentas couertly 
asmightbe,yerthe enemy taking the Alarumggrew: 
fearctullchat the whole Force was approching to 

the allaulr, and therefore with all ſpeede abando- 

ned the-place after the thooting of ſome of their 
pecess. They thus gone, 7 being returned 
vat vSagaine, butnothing knowing of their flight |

begunthe ſame ſomethree or fower monethsbe- 
fore: ſoas to ſay the truth , they had no reaſon ro 
keepeit, being ſubic& both to fier and aſic/allaule;

HEL Etna, hedid there likewiſe kepe an hundred 
andfiftic more, ſcruing there for no other purpoſe, 
thento keepeall other nations frominhabiting any 
part of all that coaſt, the gouernement wherof was 
committed to one Pedro Melendez Marqueſlc,ne- 
phew tothat Melendezthe Admiral,who had ouer- 
thrown MaiſterTohn Hawkins inthe Bay of Mx x1- 
co ſomefifteeneorfſixteeneyeares agoe. This Go- 
uernour had charge of boththe places, but wasat 
thjs time in this place, andoneof the firſt thatleft 
the (ame. 

Here it was refolued in full aſſemblie of Cap- 
raines, to vndertake the enterpriſe of S. Het Ea, 
and from thence to ſecke our the inhabitation of 
our Engliſh countrey menin- V:x 61N1a, diſtant 
fromthence ſome {xe degrees Northward. 

VVhen we camethwartof S.Hs tt xagthe {hols 
appearing daungerous, and we hauing no Pilotto 
vndertakethe cntric, it was thought meeteſt to 
hence alongft. Forthe Admirall had bene the ſame 
night in foure fadome and halfethree leagues from 
the thore;and yer we vaderitood,that by the helpe 
ofa. knowen Pilot, there may and doth go inthips 
of greater burthenanddraughtthen anie wehadin 
our Flecte. 

VVepaſled thus alongeſtthe coaſt hard abord 
the ſhore, which isſhallow fora league ortwo from

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the ſhore, and the fame is lowe and brokenland' 
far themolt part. 10- 
The ninth oflune vpon ſight of one ſpeciall great 
fire(which are veric ordinarie all alongft this coaſt, 
even from the Cape Fronrpa hither) the Ge- 
nerall ſent his Skiffe to che ſhore, where they found 
ſame of ourEnglith countrey men (that had bene 
ſcat thither the yeare before by Sir VValeer Ra- 
leigh ) & brought one aboord, by whoſe direQion 
we proceededalongtothe place, whichthey make 
their Port. But ſome of our ſhips being. of great 
draught vnableto enter,we ankered all withoutthe

From whence the General wrotelerters to Mai- 
ſter Rafe Lane, being Gouernour ofthoſe Englith 
inV1K61Nn14,andthenat his fort abourſix leagues 
from the rode in an Iſland, which they call R o a- 
NOAC, wherein ſpecially beſhewed howreadie he 
wastO upply his neceſſinies and wants, which he yn- 

deritood of, bythoſe he had firſt talked withall. 
The morrowe after Maiſter Lane him ſelfe and 
ſome ofhis companic comming vnta him, with the 
conſcntofhis Captaines, he gaue them the choiſe 
of two offers,thar isto ſay : Either he would leaue a 
ſhip, a Pinnace, and certaine boates with ſufficient 
Maiſters and maziners, together furniſhed witha 
moneths

n:oneths viQuall to ſtay and make fantherdiſcoue- 
ric of the country and coaſtes,and ſo much viuall 
likewiſe that might be ſufficientforthe bringing of 
them all (being an hundred and three perſons) into 
England ifthey thought good after ſuchtime, with 
 anic other thing they would deſire, & thathe might 
beableto ſpare. 

Orellſe if they thought they had made ſufficient 
diſcoueric alreadie, and did defireto returne into 
England, he would giue them paſſage. Butthey as 
it ſcemed, being defirous toſtay, accepted verie 
thankefully, and with great gladneſle that which 
was offred firſt, V Vheruponthe ſhip being appoin- 
ted & receauediinto charge, by ſome of their owne 
companie ſent into her by Maiſter Lane, before 
they hadreceaued fromthereſt of the Fleete, the 


prouiſion appointedth&, there aroſe a greatſtorme 


(which they ſayde was extraordinarie and verie 


ſtraunge ) that laſted three dayes together , and 
put all our Flecte in greatdaunger,to be driuen 
from their ankering vpon the coaſt, For we brake 
manie Cables, and loſt manie ankers. And ſome of 
ourFleete which had loſt all (of whichnumber was 
the ſhip appointed for Maiſter Lane and his com- 
panie) were driuen to put to ſea in great danger, in 
auoiding the coaſt, and could neuer ſee vs againe 

vacill wemerin England. Manic alſo of our ſmall

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Pinnacesand boatcs were loſt in thisſtorme; _ - - - 
tle Norwichſtanding after all this, the Generall of. 
fered them(with conſent of his Captaines)another 
(hip with ſome geen akhoughnot ſuch a one 
forrheir turnes, as might hauc bene ſpared them 
before, thisbeing —_ to be brought into their 
harbour.Orcelſeif ſitthey would,to gue them paſlage 
into England, alt he knewe he ſhould per- 
forme it withgreaterdifhcultic then he might bs 
done before. 

But Mailter Lane with thoſe of the chiefeſt of 
his companie he had then with him, conſidering 
whatſhould be beſt for them to doe, made requeſt 
wynto the Generall vnder their bandes, that they 
might haue paſlage for _— the which being 
graunted, and the reſt ſent for out of the countrey 
and ſhipped, we departedfromthart coaſt the right 
teenth of Ine. 

And ſo God be thanked, both they kind in 
good fſafctic arriucd at Panefaourh the cighrand 
twentieth of luly 1586.to the greatgloricof God, 
a1drons ſmall honour to our Prince, our corny 
and our ſelues, 

Thetorall yalue ofthat which wasgottenin this 
voyage, is ſtitzatedarthree ſcore thouſand poiids, 
whereofthe companies which hauetrauclled inthe 


voyage wereto ro haue twentic thouſand pounds,the 
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aduenturers the other fortic.Ofwhichtwenty thou. 
fand poundes( as Icaniudge) will redound ſome 
ſixe pounds tothe fingle ſhare. 

VVe loſt ſome ſeucn hundred and fiftie menin 
the voyage. The men ofname that died and were
